PREMIER'S RESPECTS ^ 
TO SIRC. H. TUPPER 

Attorney-General Challenges 
Duncan Ross on Gotoh 
Charges 



VANCOUVER, Nov. 19.— In two oL' 
tlie groatusl iJOliliciil meetings In the 
Jii.stury ot the ConserviUlvo itarty in 
Vancouver, Premier McBride and At- 
torney General Uow.ser reviewed tlie 
iHaues of tlie canipalKn tonight. Botli 
tile Dominion and O'Brien luilLs, tilie 
largest available IuiHm in tlie city, 
were packed to vJie doora. Air. Mc- 
Bride anti Mr. Bowser eacli made oijen- 
ing and cloBing speeclies, the meetings 
being also addressed by the other four 
Conservatitve candidates. 

Both the promier and attorney-gon- 
orai ■wore accorded the most remark- 
able recejitions ever given public men 
in tlho history of Vancouver. Cheering 
and singing preceded and followed 
their lirst appearance and the openlni; 
and closing of tho addresses of each, 
particularly of tliC' preniier. > In the 
overflow . meeting at the O'Brien hall, 
which the premier closed; wbmen stood 
on cliairs' outaitle thb qpeii doors to 
ihear his last wurds. .It. was the climax 
of a tour which' thre> premier said was 
a remarkable succession of campaign 
successes. 

Preceding a lucid explanation of the 
railway policy the premier took Sir 
Cliarles Hibbert Tupper to task on his 
Revelstoke speech. There Sir Hlbbort 
Tupper liad professed loyalty and al- 
legiance to tho Conservatitve party in 
Briish Columbia up to the unnouncu- 
ment of lihe railway i)olicy. But tho 
])remier could recall when a few years 
ago the services of all the men in tlu> 
party were required, and where was 
Tupper? Nowhere to be found. In a 
bye-election in Liliooet some few years 
ago Liberal papers had been distrib- 
uted with columns of Tupiier who 
then, added the premer, "called Uils a 
star chamber government, but never- 
theless we won that bye-election." 

"Why," continued the premier, "Tup- 
per talks as though we w-anted hini 
(laughter). We dun't want him, (re- 
newed applause and laughter), ye.-i, 
and ho talks as though his heart bleeds 
for better terras. Why, If tho man 
were worth a button! may I say, he 
could have in Pictou, Nova Scotia, 
started a. campaign to Inform the peo- 
ple at the other end of the Domlnon 
upon this great question of better 
terms for the provinces, particularly 
British Columbia, Yet today, Tupper, 
Wade and Oliver, a remarkable trio, 
wore together in their effort to mis- 
lead the people upon the Issues, and 
Iiartlcularly the railway policy. 

"It is this misrepresentation and 
mis-statement of fact which has ;ill but 
ruined the Liberal party in British Co- 
lumbia, doleatorl 'Pemploman in Vhi- 
torla and Eosh and Curtis." 

The premier, in reviewln.i? the ad- 
ministration aid railway policy spoke 
In all three hours in. the two halls, giv- 
ing detail.s of both railway agreu- 
ments, .speaking on the tiuestion of fi- 
nances. Once he jiaused to observe. 
.Manitoba, .Mberla and Saskatchewan 
do not own the crown land ;i.s we do, 
tilic terms of union witii tho Dominion 
being different to ours. Today, if 
chose to do it, we could sell to oii« 
of the many rolonization companioj 
from whom I receive at Victoria letters' 
and offers lifty million acres of crown 
lands for one dollar nn acre and with- 
in 1! days h;ive fifty million dollar.q. 
Yet Tupper, Oliver and Wade would 
have the people believe this railway 
bargain will ruin our credit." (Cries of 
no, no, and applause). 

The premier reiterated that the gov- 
ernment would have control of freight 
rates on the Canadian Northern, and 
by competition those of the C. P. n. 
and declared that on terminals hi 
Vancouver five millions would be spenti 
while in all, forty millions would 
be expended in British Coumbia in four 
yearK on the two railways. 

Mr. Bowser, after an able review of 
tho Issues, stated that ihe had sent out 
a challenge to Duncan Ross, who at 
that moment was speaking in the city 
hall, to meet him on a public plat-

ON MERE SUSPICION 



People Killed by Soldiers Dur- 
ing Disorders Daily 
Occurring 
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WINNlfJBQ. Kov,. 19. — ^Ambrose Le- 
pine, RIcl's lieutenant; lias just died at 
St. Vital, at tho ago of 75 years. 

It Is interesting to recall Loplne's 
connection witii Western Canada, es- 
liecialiy ».s the day -la which I'e died 
was tlie 2lth annivorsary of tlic exe- 
cution of the great luilfbreod leader of 
the .Metis, Louis Riel. 

Lepine was adjutant-general in the 
government of Riel In 1809-70. lie 
was burn In 1834, his father licing a 
Canadian and -his motlier a Metis, of 
the Red River Settlement, ile ■.•eceiv- 
ed his Instruction from the Clirlstlan 
Brothers, and himself wore the religi- 
ous garb for several months. As ad- 
jutant-general ho presided at the court 
nuirtial which condemnea Thomas. 
Scott to death. 

At the recpuist of Mgr. Tncho, Lepine 
consented in 1S72 to leave for the 
United States. In company wltli Riel, 
ho left by night in a closed carriage, 
protected by a couple of policemen, and 
was conducted across the border, going 
to St. Paul, where he stopped for a 
year. On his return to lHanltoba, on 
September 27, 1873, Jie was arrested on 
a charge of participating .in the mur- 
der of Scott. He-was brought to Win- 
nipeg, and lodged In the fort. After a 
long trial. In which he was defended 
by Messrs. Dubuc; Glrard, and Bowal, 
as well as Sir J. A. Chapleau, he was 
condemned to death, but wag recom- 
mended to the mercy of the court. Ilia 
execution was fixed for November 4, 
1874, but on the request of Mgr. Tache, 
the sentonci; was commuted to two 
year.s' iniinisonnient, with perpetual 
deprivation of liis civil rights. After 
having served bis sentence, he went 
nortli, eventually settling In the parish 
of Forget, Saak., where he remained 
until quite recently, when he came to 
his son's house at St. Vital to die.

He distrusts all 
Nicaraguans. and lias surrounded him- 
self with- foreign advisors. , 

Tho story told by the arrivals from 
Nicaragua in substance is as follows: 
More than one thousand persons have 
hocii imprispncd In the p'enttentiaiT'at 
Managua, this number including con - 
gressmeh, the military commanders of 
Grenada and RIvas, and many other 
prominent persons. President .Zelaya 
h.as severed relations with the Liberals 
of Jianagua, towards all of whom he 
is particularly Inimical, and the United 
States consul, Olivarez. The homes of 
these men are guarded day and night. 

No one is permitted in the vicinity 
of Zelaya's residence, where he is 
guarded by 1,000 iilcked soldiers. After 
nine o'clock at night no one is allowed 
on tho streets of any part of the town 
under government control. All houses 
are ordered closed at that hour. An- 
archy reigns within the government as 
well as in the army, because /ielaya 
will trust no one, and has made 
foreigners his conlldnnts. All Nicar- 
aguans have been called to arms, and 
many are leaving the towns and join- 
ing the rebels or hiding in the moun- 
tains.. 

Up to the jireaent Zelaya has exacted 
war contributions amoun'ilng to nearly 
$1,000,000. All who refuse to pay are 
immediately imprisoned. INInny per- 
sons have been killed by the soldiers 
during disorders that occur dally In the 
towns. i .

" 'British ;Columbla is capable , of be- 
ing/ developfei into a greater ;<;ountry 
than the German Empire Is today,' ob^ 
served tho great railroad manV^i^hen 
asked for his opinion of thd prospects 
of that province. 'It has coal, copper, 
silver, magnificent stretches of agri- 
cultural country and unsurpassed flsh- 
erles. and a good climate.' 

" 'In the great Bulkley Valley, north 
of Fort George, alone, there are mil- 
lions of acres of good land not taken 
up." That this country and the many 
other agricultural expanseii that will 
be opened up by the C. N. R. extension 
are to be settled by a vast and aggres- 
sive scheme of immigration policy on 
the part of the Canadian Northern 
railway was foifocasted by. Mr. Mann. ; 

Referring to the prpgress of-'^the 
system in'the prairies ^provinces, he 
said th'at',flvo hundred rmiles had^ been 
graded this'year, ,and two hundred 'and 
lifty-four ni lies of 'steel laid;' 'He" an- 
ticipated .that "anoth'er one hundred 
miles of steel would be completed this 
year." 

Who Col. Davidson Is. 

That the Canadian Northern has the 
right man to place in charge of whole- 
sale development and colonization 
work is indicated by the fact that tho 
man In charge of that department of 
tlie company's affairs Is Colonel David- 
son. 

Wlio is Colonel Davidson, and why 
has he been paying those recent visits 
to British Columbia, which have been 
Incidentally and briefly reported In the 
dally press? • ' 

Some years ago the Northern Pa- 
ciiic found itself with^ a large land 
grant on Its hands' which It was unable 
to settle or to sell at any reasonable 
price. Then a young Canadian, iiamed' 
Davidson came forward and offered to 
do the work. Terms were made, and 
tho work was done. , Within three 
years the company was hauling freight 
from dozens of new towns, and such 
portion of the land as was still unoccu- 
f(t,:d had risen In price from $8 per 
acre to $20 per acre. ' ""^ 

That disposed of, Colonel Davidson's 
attention was turned to the Canadian 
West. Ho found tho land grant of the 
Reglna-Prince Albert line for sale at 
about $1 per acre. He formed a com- 
pany; took over the land, and went to 
work. Tho land was cheap, even for 
the pralrio of those days, because It 
was thought to be unfit for agriculture. 
Indeed, until Colonel Davidson made 
his offer the company had on that 
very ground asked the government to 
allow It to select land elsewhere. He 
proved that the land was flt for agri- 
culture. He ran free excursions from 
hundreds of points In the Western 
states, bringing in farmers, bankers, 
and business men to' convince them on 
the spot. He settled them In thou- 
sands on the la,nd, which ho sold flrst 
for $3 per acre, then for $5. then for 
$10, then for $15, and $20. 

This done, he became associated 
with tlii^ Canadian Northern, iind is to- 
day at tile head of tliclr 'b"-eloi)m<'iit 
deiiartme nt. 

Vhat lu\s been the result? Of 
course, he made a little fortune for 
himself, but what has he d<uie for the 
country? 

This year Saskatchewan had a wheat 
crop of one hundred million bushels 
and an even larger oat crop. That 
means more than one hundred and 
fifty million dollars in one year of new 
wealth brought into the country and 
put in circulation. (See ofUclal crop 
reports of Saskatchewan and of Otta- 
wa Department of Agriculture). 

Three-fourths of that crop was grown 
by settlers brought Into the 'province 
as a ■result, directly ; of 
Colonel Davidson's work. Every land 
man in Winnipeg or St. Paul knows 
these facts.

Isterial stage. The new minister of 
labor and .1. D. Taylor, of New West- 
minster, had a sharp colloquy over the 
Labor Gazette. Mr. Taylor asked why 
,',he Labor Gazette bears tiie union label 
while the bluebooks of the government 
did not. Mr. Mackenzie King replied 
that the printing bureau was an opoix 
shop and the unions wore willing that 
the label should bo attached to tho 
Labor Gazette ,as !,<; was recognized 
that the bureau was ' operated under 
fair wage and fair hour conditions. 
Then the, Labor Gazette, JMr. King, 
added,' circulated largely; among labon 
peoplff'-affattKei-labelKwas'i^^^ 
some value. The" arinoiindement waa 
also made by Mr. King that'the doputy, 
mlni.s,'er of labor, Mr. -Acland, had, 
been in Cape Breton Investigating tho 
coal .strike there, and that a rejport ofl 
his llndings would, be placed before 
the house on Jlonday. 

Altogether it was a good day's work, 
the departments getting .their salary 
and contingency votes through being 
Agriculture, Labor. Public Works, 
Railways and Canals, Inland Revenue, 
Marine and Fisheries, and Justice.

The Bute Inlet project is one of

He might add to his replies a state- 
ment whether or not lie, as a man of 
honor and one who ought to know the

We have been told over and ovei- 
again that what A'lctorla, Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia need is 
competition In railway service. And 
yet when that competition is ottered, 
we are aslced ^b. reject it. We find tlii.=; 
hard to understand. 

I''or fifteen years at least we have 
been told tliat what Victoria needed as 
rnucii as an.vthlng else Is close con- 
nection with a railway that will tra- 
ver.se ,'ho fertile region souili of the 
Fr.ascr, and that such a railway would 
lead to the rapid settlement of the 
country. Now wo are told that such a 
railway and siicli a connection are 
worthless. We find that hard to under- 
stand. 

\\'e repea,», tliat we could understand 
criticism of tlie means whereby It is 
proposed to secure these things; but 
we cannot understand the spirit of 
parliz.'inship which goes so far as to 
durry them. Yet this is the burden of 
the Opposi.'.ioii cami)algn.

Some tilings are hard to understand. 
On(; can easily see why the opiionents 
of a government miglit crlticl/.o any 
policy adopted by It aiid how U mlgljt 
be tliat they would bo hostile to It. 
But we find it exceedingly difficult to 
understand wliy political iiiirtizanshli) 
^should lead men to decry tlio country

the concrete ■MueV''^"''°f ^^'^«'* Canadian 
Northern contract, it i.s not difficult 
to miderstand that opiionents of the 
■.vieBiIdc ministry would criticize tlie 
.terms^of that agrecinent,.and thattthero 
may be legitimate dlfferencos"'of opin- 
ion as to tlin liest 'wny to aid railway 
construction. Tlie prlnei])Ie of a rail- 
way policy and tho details of any con- 
tract made In accprdonoe wlth.jt are 
proper subjects of discussion, and It is 
desir.abie in the imblic interest .that 
there yhould be th<- fullest piissible 
debate on such points. But what we 
find hard to understand Is. how the 
Opposition justify themselves In re- 
viling one of the great railway- com- 
panies, and what excuse .Miej' have to 
offer for belittling tlie resources and 
potentialities of the country.

It suits the purpose of the op- 
position of the provlncl.al governnionl 
to (leery this sple'iided iuiilert;il;liig, to 
declare tliat there is no room for audi 
u road in Canada, to assert .♦.hat it will 
be crushed by Its rivals, to denounce 
the men at the head of it as mere 
stool pigeons of aiiotiier corporation, 
'riiia Is hard to understand. 

It has been the boast of every Vic- 
toiian that Vancouver Island is a re- 
gion of niarvelloiKs resources. The 
citizens of Victoria have been spending 
money freely ici make tills known. Y'et 
wdien a rallw;iy eohl|/an.^• enters lnt(j 
a contract to build at least one liun- 
dred miles of railway throug'hj^one of 
tlie rieiiost jiarts of .♦.he Island, WO aro 
told that the IhK^ is not worth build- 
ing and liiat It will not open any couii- 
trj' worth developing. We find this 
liiird to understand,. 

We have bpen .*.oId over and over 
again tliat no railway policy ought to 
lie regarded as satisfaclor.v- lo Hie i„.o- 
ple of Vancouver Island if it did not 
Include construction dii this Island as 
an Integral part' if a transd'oritinental 
sys'.em. Yet the Oppo.sitinn tells us 
that a r.aihvay contract, which includes 
at least one hundred miles of such 
construction, and provides, for connec- 
tion with tho porta of Victoria and 
lOsfiuimalt and one on Barkloy Sound is 
oi: n.. value-. We llnd this hard to 
understand.

Our people Inix'i! ileeiiled tliat our 
provini-e iH to be redciinied from the 
wiUlerneKS hy men of tlie while races, 
preferably liy AnKlo-Saxons, AUuiy 
thought that Itrltoiis wouUl not be 
found In this twentieth century who 
would be willing and .able to do th\^ 
pioneer work. The contrary has prov- 
ed to bo 'thejcaso. . There . is.vlittlo or 
no serious want of workmen, and hi 
tills last west, at least, observers, state 
that many of the men wlip are clolnt; 
the hard, manual labor are not of tho 
clas.s wlio are uulllted for oilier laskfi. 
Tlie.N' are liilelliKenl. eapablo m,'n, anil 
some are lilglily edueated. When the 
work al whieh they are now ens-'iged 
Ls eomiileted, or when tlie.v luu'e earn- 
ed wliat they reipih'e, lliese men will 
make line sieltler.'i. 

In tlii< near future eall will bo 

for farnuTS and oieh;irdi,st.s, for gar- 
dener.s. and eaptain,s of niaiiv kinds o£ 
industries, a.s well a,s for factory lianda 
and business men.

This 
gentleman was presltlent of the Kdu- 
cational Science br;incli of lb 
elation, and his address wa.- 
hi.ghlv' spoken of. But Mr. Cray, b 
sides being a thinker, a teacher, and 
a speaker, is ah. organizer whose plans 
have already taken shape. He has 
purchased a ranch of nearly two thou- 
sand acres near Calgary. The land Is 
excellent, and there la a large house 
on it. A successful -Mhertiin farmer, 
.Mr. J. (",. Vosbnrgh, witlv his wife, has 
be(ni init In charge of the farm. 'i'lie 
ranch has been stocked with SO horses, 
un cov.'s, U-iO Angora goals and . aOO 
slieej), while wheat, oats and barley 
are enllivated. llesUh^s these, poultry 
and bees will be -kept. Tile iiouse ccm- 
tains Iwenty-sl.K rt)oms, and is inten- 
ded to accomodate twelve pupils. 
'I'here Is a good library, a piano and 
)>!anola for the use of the students. 

U is intended to send out fi' party 
of Bradlield boys at Kaster. Dr. Gray 
will come out with them and arrange 
their woik. Tliev will reni;iln on the 
ranch till October, when they .will be 
;ui\-|sed to go to an aKricnItural col- 
lege either at flnelpli, Alacdonald, or, 
if iirefcrred, ;il Jid mon ton. If any of 
the .\-ouii;;- nii'ii prefer it. they may re- 
main on the farm all winti'f. Tlie age 
at wlilch Bradlield boy.s are advised to 
come la eighteen, but young men of 
twenty-one will be admitted. Tho 
course extends over two years, and It 
is believed that at the end of thdt tlmo 
Huiliclont practical knowledge will 
have been galni.'d lo enable a. man to 
select his own farm and lo enter upon 
the cultivatlon of ,lt with every hope 
of success. A premium of £100 will 
be charged, but the pupil will be paid 
.C2 a month for wages al lirsl, the 
sum increasing as he loecomea more 
emcleiil. 

But not only will the boys be taught 
farming. There will be workshops 
where they 'miiy leatn carpentering, 
horseshoeing, as well as many other 
hiindicrafts needed by the man who, 
living far from cities, would bi; suc- 
cessful on a large ftirm. Among other 
things taught ^vlll be tho principles of 
electric lighting and a knowlerige of 
surveying. In aliorl this exlenslon of 
Bradlield College in Canada will. If the 
phms of the princliial are successful, 
fit tho young; mini not only for tin; 
farm, but enable them. If they are not 
satlslled with that carei'r, to adojit 
any other that may oiieii to them. It

Meredith made -a' present of each of 
his volumes to FYahk Cole, and on the 
flyleaf of "Harry Richmond,"' In hl.s 
own handwriting, and signed, are the 
following fine and significant words: 
"Frank Colo, ifrom I hls friend, -Georpro 
Moredltl-i— A good "servant cancels the 
name of Master. Dec. 19th, 1S97." The 
manuscripts; It Is stated, were in a 
more or less time-worn and disorderly 
state. But order has been evolved oni 
of tho somewhat chaotic condition of 
things, and tho MSS. are approximately 
perfect, with the exception of "The 
Amazing Marriage,'" which Is lacking in 
the first eight cliaptors.

Flour is 
ali|p highly absorbent and .shotild not 
come Ini close contact with othoii:food,i, 
Wlien 'flour Is bought by the barrel, eie- 
vatti th.o barrel so that there may be a 
free currisnt of air' beneath lt„,to ward 
off .th.e.;,<langer of the , flour on .the bot- 
tom .of the barrel becumlng musty. 

Keep roasted coffee in tin or glass 
and . tightly covered; When exposed to 
the air or kept too long It loses ! both 
aroma and strength. For these reasons

SANTIAGO, Chill, Nov. 19.— Tlio 
Chilean government today opened ne- 
gotiations with Washington wllli the 
view of submitting the Alsnii claim of 
the United States against Clille to u 
speclallv constitute,; court of arbltra- 
tloa at tiu' Hague. This action fol- 
lowed nolilication through ("Chilean 
Minister Cru/, at Washington tliat the 
United States would close Its legation 
at Santiago witliin a few days unless 
the Chilean government consented to 
an adjustment of the claim Of a ref- 
erence to the Hague. This notifica- 
tion was regarded by many as an ul- 
timatum. In 1874 the Alsop compnn\- 
ot New York and Connecticut ad- 
vanced largo sums of money to the 
Bolivian government in ixclianse for 
the right to valual)le guunn ileposits 
in that country and otli'T coiu esslons. 
The government contracted further to 
return a portion of tile loan from the. 
reci'ipt of customs at the port of 
Arica. Before the contract could bo j 
fulfilled Bolivia lost Arlca and the ad- 
joining district to Chile in war. In 
1880, following representations by the 
United States state department. Chile 
agreed to assume the obligations of 
Bolivia to the .Msop ('ompany. Shu 
has never, how(>ver. made good her 
l)rnnilse, and t'lr' matter has been the 
subject of diplomatic negotiation over 
since. The claim now amounts to 
more than sr.oo.ooo.
